Preferred Creditors.—13y a recent act 


of the legislature of New York, 
change bus been made in the law rela- 
tive to preferred creditors. 
After the 


first day of January ensuing, it will not 
be lau-fu! in t h a t state for an insolvent 
debtor under w h a t is there termed the 
tir.o third ace, to give a preference to 
endorsers or other creditors for money 
lent—all creditors are to be placed up- 
on the same footing. The law pro-

In obedience to the authority vcstf-cl in the 


g-Qvernor by the tenth section of Hie 1st arti- 
cle of the constitution of Pennsylvania,! have 
deemed it my duty to convene vou at this 
early day. 
A principal reason whv von .have 


been thus convened, was set forth in the 
Proclamation, under which yon have assem- 
bled, in order that the subject, whiHi would 
demand your c-irliest attention, mig-ht prr-vi- 
ously so occupy your ihousfhi*, that yon 
would come fo ihe seat of government with 
ail the information required, and he prepa 
red to act with as little delay as possible — 
The pecuniary concerns, the income and r-x- 
nenditnre of tlu- Commonwealth, its d«bts 
and credits, at nil times subjects nf deep in- 
terest, become particularly and 
subjected to clos "st examination, and call 
for the most enlightened legislation and di-- 
position. a* a time when her engagements 
in great public works, as yet comparativelv 
unproductive, demand an extension of her 
credit, and refj'in'e that ample provis-on be 
made for the oavment of tbe interest on tbe 
sums she shall borrow. 
All the documents 


and correspondence in connexion with this 
important topic, shall be submitted to tbe 
Legislature. 
In tbe fall of 1828, tbe Hoard 


of Cinal Commissioners, in their report r.) the 
Legis)itu"i'%, recommended that a loan should 
be made of three millions of dollars, to meet 
'he estimated expenditure of the venr 1829. 
By the act of December 18th, IS2S. t'lrg-ov- 
eriior wasauthorixcd to obtain a loan ofSOO.- 
000 dollar*, which sum was immediately ob- 
tained. 
Ry an act of April 22d, 1829. n fnr- 


therloan of 2,200,01)0 dollars was authorised, 
and tbe appointment fif a commissioner of 
loans to reside in Philadelphia. 
The: ap- 


pointment was promptly made, and the com- 
missioner entered upon the performance of 
tbe duties assigned him, of obtaining the 
money required, on the terms authorised by 
law. 
The same act empowered the govern- 


or to obtain, as a temporary loan, so much 
inonev as should be found necessary to pro- 
se^uif the public works until the con'emplu- 
ted more permanent loan should he ncjrocia- 
tcd. The amount to be borrowed bv thp 
governor, it was provided bv law, should bi- 
pnid within six months*«fierthe passage of t'u- 
act of April 22d. 1823. from tile monies 
which it was e:\pected would be oht.-jinei1, 
under the s-mie act, bv the commissiont-r of 
loans.
